quarterbacks/receivers at Indiana State; and in 1988 and 1989

he coached at San Diego State as the offensive assistant; and

WHEREAS, His NFL coaching career 1includes serving as the
New Orleans Saints head coach from 2006 to the present; from
2003 to 2005 with the Dallas Cowboys as assistant head coach,
quarterbacks; from 2000 to 2002 as the New York Giants
offensive coordinator; in 1999 with the New York Giants,
coaching quarterbacks; and in 1997 and 1998 with the

Philadelphia Eagles, coaching gquarterbacks; and

WHEREAS, Every year since 2006, when he became the Saints'
head coach, Sean Payton invites members of the Naperville
Central High School coaching staff, past and present, to attend
training camp, and he has donated equipment and gear to the

school; and

WHEREAS, During his career with the New Orleans Saints, he
has been named Coach of the Year by the Associated Press, Pro
Football Weekly/Pro Football Writers of America, The Sporting

News, and the Maxwell Club; and
